Louls Variez, a Belgian statistician, 
has devised the most practical and sin- 
cere p to relleve umemployment 
among organized skilled and unskilled 
workers. system is based upon the 
mutual insurance funds of the unions. 

In times of prosperity the unions col- 

lect from their members certain dues 
which make up the unemployed beueat 
fund. From fund, in times of un- 
em „ the unions y out small 
sums to their unemploy members. 
However, at periods of a severe crisis 
the funds of the unions are easily over- 
drawn. Here enters in Varlez s scheme. 
By a municipal allowance the unions 
are put in the position to increase their 
unemployed funds. - 
The city of Ghent, in Belgium, f:iro- 
duced this system in 1904. It worked so 
successfully that by now it is univer- 
sally recognized as the moet efficient 
measure against unemployment, and. 
and municipalit have 
“the system of 
Ghent” or are discussing its immediate 
realization. 

In France more than forty municipal- 
ities and several departments have 
adopted the system of Ghent. Since 
the law of 1905 the French state is au- 
thorized to aid the unions financlaLy 
in case of unemployment. 

Ten cities in Holland have iately in- 
troduced Varlez s scheme. Norwe-

1906, reimburses one-fourth and 
mark one-third of the sum paid out by 
the unions in unemployment benefits.

“Only such unions and associations 
have a claim upon the aid wf the city 
which have an organized unemployed 
benefit service for their members and 
which ask the office of the mayor for 
the aid of the city and accept the stat- 
utes of this unemployment ordinance.” 
The results attained in Strassburg 
are so satisfying and encouraging that 
the unions of such a great industrial 
city as Berlin, where during the last 
industrial crisis more than 90,000 organ- 
ized workers were without work, have 
unanimously directed their representa- 
tives to take steps for the realization 
of a similar institution h. that city.

IN THE CHURCHES YESTERDAY. 


DR. BROUGHER. 
TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
THERE IS REALLY ONE SUPREME 
QUESTION IN WHICH ALL MAN- 
KIND 18 INTERESTED. 

“The question no man ever answer- 
ed“ was the subject of the sermon 
preached by Dr. J. Whitcomb Brough- 
er at Temple Baptist Church last 
night. „The text was: Heb. 2;3. He 
said in part: 

“How shall we escape if we neglect 
so great salvation? Men and women 
are interested in a great many ques- 
tions of the day, but when we get 
down underneath all the problems of 
life and become seriously thoughtful, 
there is really one supreme question 
in which all mankind is interested. 

“I might interest some in the ques- 
; tion of Government; others 
would be glad to discuss the social 
evil and how to eliminate it from so- 
ciety; with others the great question | 
is what to do with the liquor traffic; | 
still others are interested in the prob- 
lem of the poor; in fact, society is di- | 
vided into great classes by these 
questions. They are as varied as the 
differences between individuals; they 
are as many as the variety in the | 
color of our eyes or our hair; but be- 
vond all these problems there Hes one 
great question that, if it could be suc- 
cessfully answered, would really solve 
all the others that now agitate human 
society. 

The question which 1 have just 
read presents to us this great prob- 


lem. It is a problem of sin and salva- 
lion. What is it that we want to es- 
cape? There are three objects from 


which man needs a refuge. In the 
Old Testament time they bullt cities 
of refuge that men might escape for 
the time being from their enemies and 
have their cases rightly judged, in- 
stead of being the objects of human 
wrath and a violent temper. 

“We want to escape sin. This is the 
tremendous question of all ages and 
all people, in all places. Sin is no re- 
spector of persons; it has no 
for place; and it has existed in all 
times. There are some plants that 
will grow only incertain climates and 
under certain conditions—but sin is a 
plant that knows no condition of cli- 
mate or place. It will grow in the hu- 
man heart wherever man is found. 

“There is no escape, except by 
Divine Power, from the awful fact of 
sin in the heart. You may lop off cer- 
tain evil habits; you may cut down 
the plant to the very roots, but there, 
in the very center of your being, re- 
mains the principle of evil that will 
sooner or later express itself. How- 
ever polished and refined and cultured 
and rich a man or woman may be, 
there still remains the root of sin: 
and the great problem is, how can it 
be eradicated? 

“How shall we escape the devil? 
There are some people who pretend 
to believe there is no devil. There are 
two reasons why I believe in-a spirit- 
val being called the devil. In the first 
place, the Bible speaks of the Devil in 
the same connection as it speaks of 
God. ‘Resist the devil and he wil! flee 
from you; draw nigh to (dod and He 
will draw night to you.’ le there is a 
personal God there is a/personal devil. 
But I believe in a personal devil be- 
cause of the results of his work in the 
world. 

“We behold everywhere the signs of 
God; but everywhere in human 80 
ciety we may find the footprints of 
the devil. Walk the streets of Los 
Angeles; go into the saloons; the se- 
cret places of vice; read the faces of 
men and women on the streets; visit 
the hospitais, listen to the stories of 
sorrow; and if Satan has not been 
around, then human nature stands 
condemned under the severest ar- 
raignment that can ever be brought 
against it. Man is the object of at- 
tack of a great spiritual, personal 
force, from which only divine power 


The 
hell here on earth, . Oh, 
the tremendous sorrow of this world 
because of the results of sin! There 
is no escape from hell here on earth 
and hereafter, so long as there is no 
escape from sin. Hell is the result of 
sin. Some people tell us that sin is 
only ‘an error of mortal mind.’ Then 
it in the most tremendous error that 
the mortal mind has ever conceived. 
If it is only a mistake, then it is the 
most awful mistake that man has 
ever made. 

“We cannot buy our pardon and es- 
cape sin with money. Money is a 
mighty power in the world; it can ac- 
complish wonders; but it can never 
deliver us from the power of sin and 
its consequences. In fact, money too 
often becomes a means by which men 
gratify their desire for sin and be- 
come more thoroughly entangled in 
its meshes. 

“I make this statement without fear 
of contradiction—the best people in 
this world are the people who cannot

Dr. Charles Edward Locke at the 
First Methodist Church last evening 
preached on the subject “Can Physical 
Ailments Be Cured by Prayer, om What 
Shall We do When We Are Sick?” 
This was a sermon in the series on 
“The Truth About Disease and Health 
and Medicine and Faith.” The other 
subjects will be “Is Christian Science 
Christian Science Christian; Is it Sci- 
entific?” “How Not to Grow Old,” 
and so on. 
“Not long since a little child died 
without medical attendance,” said Dr. 
Locke in his discourse. “The parents 
believed in the efficacy of prayer, 
and refused to have a physician. The 
District Attorney ordered the arrest 
of the father of the child on a charge 
of manslaughter. It is in the interest 
of that little child that I present this 
sermon this evening. What Shall We 
Do When We are Sick?’ is a question 
of paramount importance. Health, 
peace, happiness, usefulness and life, 
depend upon a proper understanding 
of the issues involved in this ques-

“It is to be hoped that baptisms 
of common sense will ever costinue 
to come to our people as do the per- 
enfial and seasonable rains of South- 
ern California. It must be remem- 
bered as a principle in economics that 
the prerogatives of the individual end 
when they trespass upon the rights 
of humanity about him; that it is not 
right for the individual to do anything,

The power of the mind 
over the body has entered into the 
practice of medicine ever since Materia 
Medica has been a science. Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy's thermometer, placed in 
the mouth cured a patient of paraly- 
sis: aqua and bi-carbonate of soda 
have cured many a sick man of serious 
ailments; while bread-pills have proven 
a specific when everything else has 


hold a monopoly in the realm of faith 
cures. Most of the cures of Christian 
Science are entirely independent of 
prayer; in fact it is a doctrine of 
Mrs. Eddy that ‘prayer to a Personal 
God is a hindrance.’ ere was an 
old negro woman, who would make a 
fine running mate for Mrs. Eddy, whw 
cured hundreds of people of all kinds 
of maladies with grease which had 
been taken from the tall of a black 
cat, which had had its throat .cut. 
“On the other hand, no doubt — 
people are dying daily of too mue 
medicine and too little faith.

Water scarcity. Nevertheless, one of 

the ablest of our engineers informs the 

world that there has not been in fifty 
years such a scarcity as should have 
ereated the famines. The famines of 

India, which have cost the lives of 

millions, are to be accredited to greed 

~—selfishness which has flourished un- 
der the shadow of the law. Wealthy 
milling concerns purchase the rice 
from the natives and grind it into flour. 

Ry agreement between themselves they 

do not compete, but press the market 

price of rice lower and lower until the 

poor native, unable to e a profit, 

declines to plant, care for and harvest 
„ the crop. As a result there is famine. 
„ The poor natives suffer; but the man- 
agers of the milling properties pay 
large dividends of from 50 to 150 per 
cent. on invested capital to the wealthy 
owning them. 

As an illustration of the exorbitant 
profits I will relate a case: Two young 
men whose accumulated savings 
amounted to 30,000 rupees (about £2,000, 
or $10,090) invested it in rice-milling. 
Their profits for the first year were 
$0,000 rupees—about £5000, or $25,000.

CHEESE MAKING IN HOLLAND. 


The Government Puts the 
Under Supervision by Re- 
cent Laws. 


Government regulations to prevent 
adulteration and to insure purity of 
cheese made in The Netherlands are 
being materially improved and 
strengthened. | 

A new government control stamp, re- 
cently introduced, can be used only on 
cheese made of unskimmed milk and 
containing 45 per cent. of fats. Fur- 
ther regulations have been drafted and 
win soon become effective, under which 
the Minister of Agriculture will pre- 
pare marks, stamps or labels to desig- 
hate pure cheese, and the use of those 
marks of purity will be exclusively 


granted to the members of a cheese-/_ 


control station, to be under government 
supervision, which means that no mak 
er of cheese can stamp it as pure 
cheese unless he be a member of the 
cheese-contro] station. The particular 
form of marks or labels to be used wil! 
be published in the Government Ga- 
zette by the Minister of Agriculture. 
The production of cheese in Holland 
is a large industry. The latest figures 
show its annual production to amount 
to 176,000,000 pounds, of which two- 
thirds are exported.
